SAM EAVES TELL OF HIS EARLY 
I RECOLLECTIONS 
■ 


“My earliest recollection of Bry­ 
an,” said Sam Eaves, Bryan's pio­ 
neer citizen of this city and re­ 
puted oldest resident, “is when the 
first H. & T. C. train came in. 
I recollect going out to College to 
see my first train. 
A gentleman 
standing near told me, as the train 
approached, that the train was off 
the track, and I told him it would 
certainly have a time catching me 
in the woods, and I tore out to 
keep it from getting me.” 
Mr. Eaves did not confine him­ 
self to any connected story of 
Bryan, but dealt with a number of 
different things that concerned his 
early recollections of the city. 
Bryan was a very tough town 
in the early days. 
I saw Dan Gal­ 
lagher kill old 
Tooth Wooten, 
about where the Konecny barber 
shop is now on 24th Street. 
He 
killed him by hitting him on the 
head with an ale bottle. 
It waB 
presumed that the killing resulted 
from a gambling quarrel 
Neither 
of the men drew a gun. 
“While I did not witness any 
hanging, I saw the body of a ne­ 
gro hanging to a tree near where 
Parker’s gin is now on North Main 
Street. 
That was is 1868. 
A ne­ 
gro from Calvert had assaulted 
white woman and been chased 
to Bryan by a posse headed by 
Ben Brown, famous negro runner 
of the early days. 
Bloodhounds 
had been used on the trail of the 
negro. 
The negro was caught on 
North Main Street of Bryan and 
summarily hanged to the nearest 
limb. 
“Associated with Ben Brown as 
negro trailers 
in the early days 
were Green Brown, his brother, 
and Race Hearne, the man for 
whom the city of Hearne is nam­ 
ed. 
All three of these men were 
fearless and tireless in their search 
for negro criminals. 
It is largely 
due to their efforts 
that race 
riots and negro criminality was 
kept down in the early days. 
“ I once 
saw 
three 
negroes 
hanging to the limb of a tree 
near Old Booneville. 
All three 
cases were 
for rape, 
different 
white girls involved. I was on the 
jury that tried one of them. 
Jim 
Reddick was the negro’s nam*. We 
sentenced the negro to be hanged. 
He was put in jail to await exe­ 
cution of the sentence and in th* 
meantime, the two other attacks 
were made and when the two latter 
negroes had been caught the peo­ 
ple just went into the jail took 
that one out, too, and hanged all 
three of them to the convenient 
limb. 
“Judge Scott was 
the district 
judge at the time we tried the 
negro and he lived at Franklin. 
Tom Henderson was prosecuting 
attorney and Judge Ford was em­ 
ployed tq defend Reddick. On the

ed in those lurid days of the past 
and they arc filled to capacity by 
whom? Not by professional, delib­ 
erate and conscious violators of 
the social code, although we still 
work among that class, too— but 
by school children, many of whom 
have been obliged to leave their 
desks in either high or elementary 
grades to go direct to our institu 
tions for the ordeal of motherhood. 
I have had my matrons in all of 
the fifteen institutions interview 
very carefully every girl admitted 
during the last two years and in 
a majority of cases we find that 
the same cause— automobiles with 
predatory drivers— was the cause 
of the difficulty.’ 
The newspaper man who clipped 
the item said in a memorandum 
accompanying it: 
“This tells of a shocking state 
of affairs. 
I am persuaded it is 
largely true because it is in line 
with what can be observed in prac 
tically every city. 
We too, here in 
Bryan have the ‘predatory driver’ 
and the flirtatious, reckless girt. 
Both lack the restraining influence 
of a good home. 
The ‘predatory 
drivers’ are of all ages, and so are 
the girls. Fundamentally the cause 
is the decadence of good home 
influences. 
In too many cases 
home now means merely a place 
to sleep. 
The rest of the time is 
^pent “running around.” 
Mothers 
do not look after their daughters 
as they should, and show little con­ 
cern in many instances if their 
daughters do not get in before I 
or 2 a. rn. 
Fathers take little in­ 
terest in their sons, simply giving 
them cars and money and letting 
them have ‘a gbod time’. 
What 
else could be expected? Of course, 
I do not mean to imply that the 
American home is gone—but it is 
going. 
Nor is it the intent to 
arraign all parents. 
But the ten­ 
dency is too pronounced to be ig­ 
nored. 
I have no idea as to what 
eau be done about it.”

Moreover, he said that it is the 
purpose of the request and that 
he wanted it understood that the 
cattlemen of Texas are squarely 
behind the A- and M. College in 
this highly valuable 
undertaking. 
Continuing, the head of the big 
organization of meat 
producers 
gave it as his opinion the live­ 
stock industry pays too much for 
expensive high protein feed and 
that by developing ar state raised 
feeding 
ration 
an 'inestimable 
economy will result, and that the 
appropriation 
requested 
would 
not only effect that result, but it 
will at the same 
time educate 
young 
men who 
are to live in 
Texas and show them how to con­ 
vert feed into beef. * 
Gone are the good old days of 
the free range. Gone are the long­ 
horns and the cowboys. 
This is 
a scientific »ge and those who are 
interested in the cattle industry 
are bowing to scientific methods 
and means.—Waco News-Tribune.

Record of 1924 Broken. 
As the number of votes counted 
for Governor in the two Demo­

at Atlantic City. The organization 
of a strong 
central 
committee 
each member of which to be re 
sponsible for some phase of the 
work, was urged by her as one 
of the first steps in the instal 
lation of a county public health 
nursing service. 
The success of the work, accord­ 
ing to Miss Duffy, depends to 
large extent upon the interest and 
efficiency of this committee and 
the ability of the nurse to success­ 
fully carry out the health pro 
gram. 
Much tim e and publicity 
should also be given to the devel­ 
opment of the idea of community 
responsibility 
in health matters. 
When once the people of a com­ 
munity realise that they are indi­ 
rectly if not directly responsible 
for the cases of prevent ible dis 
eases occuring in their midst, then 
the success of a health program 
is assured.

Mansfield, T arrant county, receiv­ 
ed Wednesday by Dr. F. L. Thom­ 
as, chief of the division of ento­ 
mology of the Texas A. and M. 
College Experim ent 
Station. 
Dr. 
Thomas indentified the eggs as be­ 
ing those of insects beneficial to 
the crop because 
they feed on 
plant lice and flea hoppers. 
The Mansfield message was as 
follows: “Farm ers ail over this sec 
tion complaining about presence of 
what appears 
to be 
very 
small 
white eggs 
forming at end 
of 
spring about one-eighth inch long 
and stands out from main cotton 
stalk mostly but sometimes found 
on limbs and leaves; very few mil­ 
lers or flies in field. 
I* this con­ 
dition reported from other sec­ 
tions and what steps should be 
taken. 
First National Bank.” 
Dr. Thomas replied as follows: 
Answering egg which you des­ 
cribe is that of beneficial insect 
commonly known as lacewing fly 
The young feed 
particularly on 
plant lice and also flea hoppers. 
Eggs of leaf worms are disc like 
and laid only on under surface of 
the leaves.” 
The A. and M. entomologist also 
made this statem ent; 
“Farm ers 
and growers should not be fooled 
into thinking that the very small 
white eggs, appearing on the ends 
of threadlike filaments one-quar­ 
ter inch long and standing out on 
upper portions of cotton stalks or 
on leaves, are eggs of the leaf­ 
worm . moth, or that they are the 
eggs of the flea hopper.

Four (/Clock Bug 
Playing Havoc 
In Cotton Fields 
(By Associated Pram). 
COLLEGE STATION, Aug. 3. 
—“Four o’clock buga” and “cero­ 
te* worms” have appeared in Tex­ 
as to complete the bedevilment of 
Texas farmers, 
already 
peevish 
from the ravages of the 
cotton 
fica and boll weevil, R. B- Rap­ 
port, entomologist of Texas Agri­ 
cultural nad Mechanical College 
Extension Service, said. 
“Four o’clock bugs,” so called 
from their habit of emerging from 
the soil at eventide to feed on the 
farmers’ crops, have been reported 
from several sections of the state, 
the entomologist said. The species 
whose correct name 
is 
wingless 
| | fty beetle, are found 
chiefly in 
fields bordered by pasture 
land 
and on fence rows, Mr. Reppert 
added, in explaining that a mighty 
migration takes place from these 
protected areas to cultivated fields. 
The “four o’clock” bug can be 
controlled 
through 
the 
use of 
poisoned bran mash, sown liberally 
along the line of march of the in­ 
sect, or by a double furrowed row 
around the edges 
of 
the 
field, 
sprinkled at 
frequent 
intervals 
with port holes. 
The beetles fall 
into the holes, Mr. Reppert point­ 
ed out, and can then bs destroyed 
with a kerosene spray or blow 
torch. 
Some damage is being done to 
cotton, and more may be expected, 
Mr. Reppert declared from “care­ 
less” or web worms, which have 
been reported from various sec­ 
tions of the state. This worm is 
found near fields of alfalfa or on 
careless weeds, he said, explaining 
that when tbs 
pert 
tired of its 
weed and alfalfa diet, it migrates 
to cotton, attacking the leaf. 
“Careless” worms is a misnom­ 
er when applied to the pert itself, 
it spinning a web as it goes along 
which serves to 
protect 
it in a 
large measure from poison or bird 
enemies. 
While young, however, 
this web is more easily penetrat­ 
ed, Mr. Reppert declared, advising 
the ase of load, calcium arsenate 
or paris green ss

“These data reveal some very 
interesting facts about our State 
government and oOr 
support of 
education. 
Compared with the 48 
states. 
Texas has a relatively low 


total government expense, there 
being only four states that spend 
as little per capita upon all gov­ 
ernmental avtivities as does ours. 
Her position in the support of her 
system of education, however, 
la 
much less favorable, holding as she 
does the 37th rank in the support 
of 
elementary 
and 
secondary 
schools, and 25th rank in the sup­ 
port of higher education. 
She has 
been generous in state support of 
elementary ard secondary schools, 
taking first rank in this respec; 
yet notwithstanding 
the 
State’s 
generosity in supporting elemen­ 
tary and secondary education, the 
rural schools especially 
do 
not 
compare favorably in efficiency 
with the rural schools of a number 
of other states. 
This condition is 
due to the lack of local support 
and interest in school affairs. Too 
many Texas communities have de­ 
pended upon the state almost en­ 
tirely for funds with which to sup­ 
port their local 
educational prog­ 
rams. 
This condition can only be 
corrected by the citizenship being 
aroused to the importance of their 
taxing themselves sufficiently to 
provide local funds to supplement 
the funds row being appropriated 
from other sources 
for the sup­ 
port of their schools and for mak­ 
ing provisions for the elementary 
training of their children.

There are 
some 
further 
ad­ 
justments which it seems to me 
must be made 
before agriculture 
can again come into an equality 
with other industries. 
First, the burdens of the sup­ 
port of local government must he 
better equalized- 
Farm land and 
farm property today beer too great 
a proportion of the costs of local 
government. We are all struggling 
along under a 
tax 
system 75 
years behind the times. 
A demo­ 
cratic form of government is no­ 
toriously expensive, but 
in 
my 
judgment it would not 
be 
bur­ 
densome, even at the present time, 
if each person bore his just pro­ 
portion of the expenses of govern­ 
ment. 
The fanner’s property 
is 
prcatically all visible, while often 
the town man’s property is hidden 
away in securities where it can­ 
not be or is not taxed. 
An im­ 
mensely increasing proportion of 
our people are engaged in salaried 
positions or as wage earners un­ 
der 
circumstance# 
where 
little 
contribution is made toward sup­ 
port of the government. 
Men in 
the colleges are 
studying 
these 
problems and rightly so. 
A deep 
study of the whole subject is nec­ 
essary before we can take 
the 
right steps. 
This is not a politi­ 
cal question, but 
purely an eco­ 
nomic question. 
Second, some plan must be de­ 
vised for preventing the needless 
fluctuations of the prices of farm 
products. 
By this 
I 
mean 
the 
speculative dealing in the raw pro­ 
ducts of the firm without reason 
or cause. How this may be done 
at the present time, I do not un­ 
dertake to say. 
It may be per­ 
fectly true that it cannot be done 
by abolishing the exchanges. 
It 
, may be perfectly true that ae a 
larger and larger 
proportion 
of 
farm products 
are 
handled by 
cooperative 
associations, 
there 
will be less tendency 
for 
pnee 
fluctuations. 
One of the 
weak­ 
nesses of the farm situation, nev­ 
ertheless, is an unwarranted fluc­ 
tuation in the price of farm pro­ 
ducts. 
Third, prevention of wastes and 
useless and extravagant expenses 
in distribution of farm products is 
a matter of too great magr itude to 
discus* in a brief address, but the 
present system of distribution is 
>>o illogical and so 
ruinously ex­ 
pensive that it constitute* part of 
the present situation. 
Lastly, let me say 
that 
there 
never was a time in the history of 
this country, or the world, 
when 
we needed real agricultural educa­ 
tion and real agricultural research 
a* we need it today. 
The little 
investment which the 
farmers of 
Texas and of Oklahoma are mak­ 
ing through their 
tax 
contribu 
tions to the Stat* Agricultural Co) 
leges of the State and Experiment 
Stations are almost the only thing 
these governments are doing in 
the interest of a future agricul­ 
ture 
lf these conditions are en­ 
couraged to proceed, and if the 
program is to 
turn 
out honest, 
square thinking young men who 
devote themselves to the solution 
of these problems, then there is 
hope of developing 
a 
leadership 
that will be even more competent

That we have reached the time 
when we are changing our type 
of agriculture, and mostly of nec­ 
essity, by more attention to the 
production per unit of land as well 
as production per unit of labor. 
That we have reached the time 
when agriculture must be organ­ 
ized to deal with problems beyond 
the farm, and take its place as an 
industry in the 
markets of the 
world. 
That 
they 
must 
learn 
through experience the secret of 
team work as business and labor 
has had to learn that lesson. 
That the burdens of government 
rest unduly severely upon the ag­ 
ricultural population, and that this 
subject must be studied in the 
interest of a more equitable di­ 
vision of the cost of government. 
That the best approach to all 
these problems is that of education 
and research. 
That 
they 
are 
more economic than they are po­ 
litical. 
That much of 
self-help 
can be brought to bear with an 
increased understanding of condi­ 
tions which surround 
the farmer 
of today.
